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Continuation of 10. Other: Claims 17-28 remain rejected for the reasons discussed in the final rejection of 11/27/01. The applicant 
argues that the model and sand container are not connected as a single piece during vibration in the Takayuki reference. The applicant 
refers only to the separated pieces (Figure 1 of Takayuki), in which no vibration is imparted. Figure 2 of Takayuki clearly shows that these 
structural components of the apparatus are connected during the vibration process. The examiner respectfully asserts that the claimed 
structures to be given patentable weight within these apparatus claims are present in the rejections under 35 USC 103(a).. 
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
